This is undoubtedly sound doctrine. It will, indeed, 
be a disgrace to all parties concerned if the present 
session does not witness a settlement of the Reform

a recurrence of any attempt at an organic change 
in our constitution. By every means in its power the 
great English public has manifested the moderation of 
its sentiments ; we are enjoying unexampled prosperity 
and unbroker , 80 that we have nothing to dread 
from ula? violence; and the introduction of three Bills 
in eight years has furnishedan abundance of precedents 
grestions. Lord John Russell is therefore quite 
right in considering it the duty of the Government to 
frame a Bill that will pass; for we are so well acquainted 
by this time with the subject that it will be the fault, 
and not the misfortune, of the Cabinet, if they do not 
contrive to hit the exact point which will secure them 
sufficient support in both Houses of Parliament. In the 
first place, no bill will have a chance of passing which 
does not purport at least to conclude the whole subject. 
It is impossible to deny that one of the greatest induce- 
ments to deal with the Reform question at the present 
time is the wish, sincerely entertained by every section 
of practical statesmen, to save themselves from any fur- 
ther discussion of a subject so intricate, so invidious, and 
so dangerous. Any bill which does not at least 
attempt to do this, whatever may be the 
nature of its provisions, whether it deal with 
the franchise and postpone any question as to the redis- 
tribution of seats, or deal with the redistribution of seats 
without touching the question of the franchise, will 
not even attempt to do that which everybody desires, 
and will infallibly draw down upon its proposers that 
fate whieh is sure to overtake all Ministers who fail to 
divine the wishes of Parliament. There may be those 
who, feeling that the present disposition of the public is 
| eminently favourable to moderate coungels, would 
gladly adjourn the whole, or, knowing that to be im- 
possible, a part of the question of Reform, till 
stormier times might assist them in carrying 
a more violent change. But this is not the feeling 
of the country or the Parliament. They desire a 
fair and honest settlement, but a settlement above all 
things, and are not at all in the humour to accept what 
people used to call a measure of bit by bit Reform. For 
much the same reason it will be extremely dangerous to 
attempt any extravagant lowering of the franchise. We 
are happily in a position in which we can afford to dis- 
cuss this question reasonably and temperately.

Any attempt to elude this part of the subject will 
throw discredit on the good faith of the whole 
measure, and probably either defeat it althogether or 
else lead tu that which it is the wish of every one to 
avoid—a renewal of agitation so soon as the bill 
of last session, which was in many respects no incon- 
siderable stretch of Tory liberality, as the disenfranchise- 
ment of freeholders in boroughs, and the 10/. franchise 
in counties, without a household qualification.

And in its 
European policy it has been “tying itself to the 
heels of France’ in a manner which we do 
not hesitate to say the country regards with undis- 
guised aversion. The Ministry themselves feel the embar- 
rassment of their position. They attempt no straight- 
forward and manly justification of their acts, and their 
arguments in defence are of a most confused and con- 
tradictory kind. They delay all justification of the 
treaty until the treaty itself is laid on the table of the 
House ; and by an arrangement with the French Em- 
peror, the terms of the treaty are not to be made public 
until the Chancellor of the Exchequer brings it forward 
as an integral part of his Budget. In this way 
the British public is to be deprived of the 
interval which it ought, and might naturally have to 
mature its judgment on the subject. As long as it is a

Witts anp Bequests.—The will and codicil of Sir 
Richard Budden Crowder, one of the Justices of the 
Court of Common Pleas, late of Carlton House-terrace, 
were proved in the principal Registry of the Court of 
Probate, on the 18th inst., by his brother, George Au- 
gustus Crowder, Esq., of 42, Portland-place, the sole 
executor. The nalty was sworn under £70,000. 
Fle has bequeathed to his brother Frederick Robert and 
to his sister Anne Greene each a legacy of £12,000 for 
their own absolute use; to his housekeeper a clear an- 
nuity of £52; and the following liberal legacy to his

The cry “Of what use 
were colonies ?” was English, and not a voice from 
the colonies, where the warmest and truest loyalty to 
the Crown of England existed. Difficulties there were, 
no doubt, but they were more prospective than imme- 
diate. A time must some day come when Englard would 
not be in that proud pre-eminence of wealth and po- 
pulation in which she now stood. When that time ar- 
rived it would te no longer possible for England to re- 
main sole arbiter of peace and war,—questions in which 
the colonies were, so deeply and vitally interested ; but 
it would be necessary to give a voice in such matters 
to the colonies, or to take the alternative of separation, 
which would probably be presented to them. He con- 
cluded a long and eloquent speech by proposing “ The 
health of her Majesty’s Ministers,” coupled with the 
name of Mr. Chichester Fortescue, who presently ex- 
pressed, at some length, in his own name and that of 
the Government, his acknowledgments for the honour 
conferred upon them. 

Mr. S. A. Donaldson referred, as he said, with a feel- 
ing of pride to the relations between Australia and the 
mother country. Australia had enjoyed a distinguished 
privilege among our colonies in being left to itself, and 
and had the ime of having contributed 
£30,000,000 annually to England. The physical ad- 
vantages of our Australian colonies had materially 
contributed to the benefit of this country, and he wa: 
glad to say that the population of those colonies were 
in favour of free trade, a policy to which a mighbour- 
ing potentate had also given his adherence. in con- 
clusson, he drew a bright picture of the future prospects 
of the Australian colonies, and their possible influence 
upon civilisation. 


Lord Stanley, in returning thanks for the House of

From both very satisfactory 
information had been received with respect to the sup- 
ply of cotton ; and he would read a short extract from a 
recent despatch of Dr. Livingstone, dated May 12, 1859, 
referring to his visit to Lake Shirura and the adjacent 
country:“ Cotton is cultivated largely, and the further 
we went the crop appeared to be of the greater impor- 
tance. The women alone were well clothed with the 
produce ; themen being content with goat-skins anda 
cloth made of bark of certain trees. Every one 
spins and weaves cotton. Even chiefs may be 
seen with the spindle and bag, which serves as a 
distaff. The process of manufacture is the most rude 
and tedious that can be conceived. The cotton goes 
through five processes with the fingers before it comes 
to the loom. Timeis of no value. They possess two 
varieties of the plant. One, indigenous, yields cotton 
more like wool than that of other countries. It is 
strong, and feels rough in the hand. The other variety 
is from imported seed, yielding a cotton that renders it 
unnecessary to furnish the people with American seed. 
A point in its culture worth noticing is, that the time 
of planting has been selected so that the plants remain 
in the ground during winter, and five months or so after 
sowing they come to maturity before the rains begin or 
insects come forth to damage the crop.” On May 31, 
Dr. Livingstone again wrote: —“ Only two or three of 
the Portuguese have planted cotton. The people of the 
Shire, on the contrary, brought several bags of cotton 
for sale on our second visit, though no time had 
elapsed to allow of planting since we informed them of

vacy and domestic arrangements, and condemning, in 
no measured language, the efforts ot a malignant party 
of noblemen. It would appear the people are rather 
proud of the fact that one of their own rank, by supe- 
rior merit andtalents, has won her way to participation 
in royal preference, and makes a beneficial use of her 
ascendancy over the Throne. The burning of Fredrics- 
burg Castle is known not to have been accidental, and 
such a paltry act of private malignity has caused a reac- 
tion in the King’s favour. 

The official papers at Vienna announce that, in con- 
sequence of the citizens of Padua, Venice, Udine, and 
Verona refusing to frequent the theatres, those esta- 
blishments are ordered to be closed. That is exactly 
what they wanted. 

CENTRAL ITALY. 

It seems now to be decided at Turin that the new 
Parliament will include representatives from Central 
Italy. To exemplify the union more closely, Milan is 
about to elect as one of its members Farini, Governor 
of the Emilia ;— 

“This alone will show (says the Times correspon- 
dent) how untrue are all the accusations of a seperatissic 
spirit which have been made against Lombaray in 
general, and Milan in particular. It is those who will 
not see that Piedmont must disappear, as well as Lom- 
bardy, who are separatists. I don’t think that Milan 
will stop there, fur [ hear there is a disposition to have 
a Tuscan notability likewise to represent the town in 
Parliament. 

“The acceptance of Farini shows, if not that all diffi- 
cultics about the annexation are giving way, at any rate 
the full determination on the part of the Government of 
the Emilia to do everything in its power to effect it. 

“If this is reassuring on that side, there are likewise 
signs that the new Ministry itself is quite ready to secund 
this effort on the part of the population—nay, it may be 
that it will anticipate it. 

„From the very first there was an impression 
that Fanti, while taking the War Department, would 
not give up his position as Commander of the 
Army of Central Italy. The summons sent 
to Cialdini had rather weakened this impres- 
sion. The news now of his non-acceptance strengthens 
it again. Fanti has left for Modena, and there is every 
chance of some arrangement being come to which will, 
de facta, establish the military union of Sardinia with 
Central Italy. In this respect the nomination of Fanti 
was a clever stroke of policy. He may name a lieute- 
nant in Central Italy. 

* But if what is whispered be true, there will be 
shortly no more need of all those subterfuges and 


diplomatie subtleties. The Sardinian troops at 
Brescia are reported to have received orders to 
be in readiness to march across the Po, and 


form the left wing of the Northern Italian army at 
Rimini. When 1 left last for Turin, I travelled with a 
number of soldiers who were going on furlough. It was 
still the effect of the last measure of the late adminis- 
tration. ‘Three classes got furlough for unlimited time; 
the news is that they have been recalled again to 
arms. 

“I have good reasons for believing that both these 
reports are true, and, if so, you may expect to hear 
soon Of something decisive with regard to Central 
Italy.

MASTER EXTRAORDINARY. 

On the motion of Dr. Ball, Q.C.. Mr. Sheills was ap- 
pointed a Master Extraordinary for the town of Athy.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Sarvurpay. 
(Before the Lord Chief Justice and Mr. Justice O’ Brien.) 
The Queen v. the Guardians of the Newtownards Union. 
At the sitting of the court the Chief Justice stated that 

in consequence of the absence of Mr. Justice Hayes, who 
was engaged in the Consolidated Court, they should postpone 
their judgment to a later day. 

Burke v. Cahill. 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C. (with Mr. Sidney), applied to the 
court to have the venue changed from the city of Dub 
Galway. The action was for an alleged trespass en t 
plaintiff's lands, and the defence to the action was a pre- 
scriptive right of way. The parties resided in the county 
Galway, where the vause of action arose, and the motion 
was put upon the ground of convenience. : 

Mr. Jellett — the motion, and stated that the action 
was substantially defended by Mr. Gregory, M. P., for the 
county Galway, who would be examined at the trial. 

The Chief Justice said, that from his experience of the 
county Galway he did not think that Mr. Gregory or any- 
one else: could influence the jury one way or the other. 
Such a principle would be false, mischievous, and unbecom- 
ing to act upon, that where a member of Parliament was in- 
terested in a case it should not be tried in the county which 
he represented.

In this case Sir Colman O'Loghlen, with Mr. Harkin, ap- 
peared to show cause against a conditional order which had 
been obtained by: Mr. Phibbs te erase the names of John 
Cairnes and Richard Giblin from the burgess roll of the 
borough of Sligo, on the ground that they were not entitled 
to the franchise. The names of the parties were entered on 
the roll at the last revision, and an appeal was made against 
them on the ground that they were not rated for the relief of 
the poor tothe extent of £10, as required by the Municipal 
act. The parties relied upon the fact that although oi e )í 
them was rated at only£9 los and the other at £9, yet, it wa 
the custom of the borough of Sligo, to enroll as burgesses alls 
such persons as were rated at £9 and upwards, £1 being 
allowed for landlord repairs. 

The Court disallowed the cause shown.

In re John Robb. 

Sir Colman O'Loghlen, Q.C., said that a conditional 
order for a mandamus had been obtained against the Mayor 
of Sligo, to compel him to put the name of Mr. John Robb 
on the burgess list for the borough of Sligo. Mr. Robb was 
rated for certain licenced premises in High-street, Sligo, for 
£10 and upwards, but his claim was disallowed by the 
Mayor, on the ground, that a Mrs. Anne O'Neill had 
obtained ther house for the year 1859, to sell porter, 
ale, and spirits, on the premises out of which Mr. 
Robb was rated. Ille in his affidavit, stated that he 
alone was liable for the rates of the house in question, that 
Mrs. Anne O'Neill had no interest whatever in it, and that 
the license was merely taken out in her own name to keep up 
the old-established name of the house. Sir Colman O Loghlen 
showed cause against the conditional order, and contended 
that the the lach section of the Excise Act allowed none but 
householders te get a licence, and that in the present case a 
fraud was committed on the Excise in the obtaining of the 
licence in question, or there was a difficulty, in the way of put- 
ting the name on the list. 

Mr. Macdonough, Q.C.(with whom was Mr. Hemphill), on 
the other side, contended that the Excise Act did not require 
the party getting a license to be resident on the premises for 
which a licence was given, and said there was no fraud what- 
ever. 

Their Lordships said they were convinced there was no 
fraud, and allowed the casa to stand for a farther aftidavit 
from Mr. Robb, which, his counsel stated, would prove to the 
satisfaction of the court that he alone was interested in the 
house in question, and that Mrs. O'Neill had nothirg to do 
with it. 
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COMMON PLEAS—Satvrepay. 
(Before the Full Court.) 
Marshal Sadlier v. Ralph Westropp and others, 

Mr. Heron, on the part of the defendants, applied for 
liberty to plead several defences. The action was brought by 
the —- against the defendants as stewards of a race run 
at Kilkee last September. The plaintiff alleged his mare 
had won the race, but the stewards refused to pay him, and 
the defences they sought to plead were, that the mare did 
not win pursuant to the conditions of the race--baving run 
at the wrong side of the poll; and that under the articles of 
agreement entered into, the decision of the stewards was to 
be final, which decision was against the plaintiff, 

The court granted the application. 

Kilmartin v. Nl e. 

Mr. D. C. Heron moved, on the part of the defendant to 
stay the proceedings of the plaintiff, on the ground that his 
action was not bona ＋ ut for the purpose of eliciting 
evidence in support of the petition, peoding against the re- 
turn of Colonel White at the last Clare election. He formed 
his application upon the affidavit of the defendant’s attorney, 
who swore that he believed the funds to carry on the action 
were supplied by Mr. M‘Namara Calcutt, through his 


agents. 

Mr. Clarke, Q.C., and Mr. Coffey, resisted the motion on 
the ground, that no allegation had been made against the 

laintiffs solvency, and that his auction was brought bona 

¢,for the purpose of recovering the penalties presented 
under the Corrupt Practices Prevention Act, the provisions 
of which counsel alleged the defendant had viola 

The Court said that a solvent person had a right to bring 
his action to recover penalties, and could not be prevented 
from doing so. 

Mr. Heron then applied to have the venue e from 
the city of Dublin to Limerick or Kerry, but Chief 
Justice was of opinion that the case would be more properly 
and conveniently tried by a special jury of the city of 
Dublin at the next after sitting.

Wheeler v Willis.

Mr. Whiteside, C., informed the court that the present 
action was brought against a barrister, one of her Majesty's 
Queen's Counsel, for not having attended to a record fifteen 
years ago. He did not know how it was that the plaintiff 
here had been permitted to proceed at all in this matter. 

The Lord Chief Baron inquired whether anyone appeared 
on the part of the plaintiff. 

The Crier of the Court was then directed to call the 
plaintiff John Mulligan.” 

Crier—John Mulligan come into court on penalty-—— 

Mr. D. C. Heron said he opened the demurrer to the sum- 
mons and plaint. in which the plaintiff set forth that the 
defendant was indebted to him in the sum of £2,000, for that 
he, the said defendant, Francis Macdonough, one of her Ma- 
jesty’s Queen's Counsel, being learned in the law, was em- 
ployed by him, the said John Mulligan. as counsel in the 
case of Mulligan v. Tuite, which was before the court in the 
town of §Mullingar, on the 21st July, 1845, and that upon the 
date aforesaid the said cause came on for hearing before 
Baron Richards; that the said plaintiff paid the said defendant 
a fee of five guineas for his attendance at the trial, and a con- 
sultation fee ofthree gaineas; and that, notwithstanding such 
payments, the said defendant wilfully, negligently, and 
treacherously deceived him, the said John Mulligan, by not 
attending as counsel, whereby the said John Mulligan, plain- 
tiff, was deprived of the benefit of his services, and a verdict 
was had against him, in consequence of which he, the said 
piaintiff, was occasioned great loss—whercfore he submitted 
he was entitled to damages, and prayed the judgment of 
the court with the costs of suit.” Mr. Heron said the 
defendant contended the plaintiff disclosed no cause of 
action, and that whatever that cause might be it was barred 
by the Statute of Limitations. The only way to take advan- 
tage of this was by demurrer. The averment was that 
when the case came on for hearing, the defendant “ wilfully, 
negligently, and treacherously,” deceived the plaintiff, by 
his not having attended at thetrial or at the consultation 
meeting. The sole cause of action and sole question to be 
tried was, whether the defendant did or did not attend as 
counsel at the trial of consultation. Mr. Heron sub- 
mitted that no action lay against the counsel employed in a 
case, for non-atcendance at the trial. Several autho- 
rities were cited, for the pu of establishing to the conrt 
that no action could be instituted against a counsel for the 
mismanagement of any case in which his serviceshad been 
ngaged, and that no fee could be _ recovered 
from him. Neither did any action lie against him as a special 
pleader, and in such instances as the present, it had been the 
practice to plead the Statute of Limitations. The demurrer 
in this case was framed on the ground that the defendants 
non-attendance at the trial, constituted no cause of action 
according to law.

PRIVATE CORRESPONDENCE. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
London, Thursday Evening. 

Every one is asking how much cheaper will wine be 
when the duty is reduced? Gladstone, yesterday, talked 
of “the duty standing like a wall of brass between the 
poor man anda glass of wine.” When this wall is 
lowered, what will be the price of a glass of wine? The 
present duty on wine is 5s 9d per gallon, or 1s 54d the 
quart bottle. A French paper says that the duty will 
be reduced to one-fifth of its present amount—nearly 
34d aquart bottle. The average price, now, of a quart 
ot wine is about 5s; under the new system you will get 
it for, say 3s 8d; by a reduction proportionate to the 
lowering of the duty. But in these cases the reduction 
will, probably, be still lower; for when wine merchants, 
with an extended consumption doa larger trade, they 
ean afford to make a smaller profit on individual sales. 
The reduction in price is not, perhaps, great enough to 
stimulate a very wide consumption—but it will be felt 
in some pockets, and if any prudent matrons of your 
hospitable and party-giving city, contemplate that ever- 
lasting Dublin institution, “an evening party” let them 
postpone it for a fortnight or so, until Mr. Gladstone 
gives them a glass of wine at a lower rate, or better wine 
for the same price. 

Some rumours are dropped as to the character of the 
coming Law Reforms. It seems to be a settled thing 
that the new Bankruptcy Reform Bill will abolish the 
distinction between Bankruptcy and Insolvency. I also 
hear as a consequence of the creation of a new Vice- 
Chancellorship to administer the new system. 

I saw lastevening in Hungerford Hall, the uniform 
which your countrymen, the Londons Irish Volunteers, 
have adopted. It is a grey tunic, with emerald green 
facings.
